In September of that year ha went to the law 
achool at Cumberland university, Tennoaaee. and 
atudled law lor ten months He waa one of the 
leading si* studenta In a claaa of 42. Thia expe- 
rience cost him $331 and he returned to hia Mis- 
sissippi village with only 25 cents In bis pocket. 
In a suit of clothes ha bad worn for 14 mouth* 
He had almost been compelled to leave tb» law 
sobool montha before for the lack of aultablo 
clothing. 

\.t hia unquenchable ambition to reach tho 
United Statea aenate grew more intenae aa tho 
difficulties of bia situation increased 

Gore's father bad taken up the practice of 
law In Walthall and. on returning from the law 
achool In 1892 the youth waa welcomed aa an 
aaaiatant In the office That year, too. be waa a 
preaidentlal elector on the Populist ticket, at- 
tacked Grover Cleveland on the alump and carried 
bla county. 

The practice of law waa not an Inspiring occu- 
pation In Walthall. There were actually 45 law- 
yera in that small, poor village. The blind advo- 
cate tried a few cases. 

After a two yeara' effort to earn a living aa 
a lawyer la the place of his birth Gore decided 
to go to Texas 

Having aavod 140. ho started In April. 1SS4, 
for Texarkana, arriving there an absolute atran- 
gor with only $21 In hia pocket. He secured a 
boarding houae and promptly offered hluieelf to 
tbo Populist leaders for eervlce In the approach- 
ing atate and county elections. His political 
speeches brought in money enough to pay bla ex- 
penses, but be found no chance to practice law. 
In tbe winter be went back to Walthall and for a 
year made another deaperate effort to win aucceaa 
aa a lawyer. He waa nominated for congress by 
tbe Populists, but was defeated Tet hia *peccbes 
In the campaign attracted much attention.
